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Report of Delegates to The 
Agricultural Council. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council 
of the County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, as Delegates to the Agricultural 
Council, will try to give you a brief Report of a few 
of the resolutions brought forward. 


The Address of Welcome was given by Mr, Glover, 
President of the Council. 


At 11 a.m. the Hon. P. M. Dewan, Minister of 
Agriculture. addressed the members on agriculture and 
cautioned the farmers as to over-production in some 
lines of farming during the war. He went on to explain 
the present Bacon Agreement with the United Kingdom 
and pointed out that the contract was to take from 
Canada 50,000 cwt. of bacon weekly. This quantity is 
the equivalent of 5,600,000 Ibs. per week or approximate- 
ly 47,000 hogs. For domestic and export demand it 
would take 87,000 hogs per week every week of the year. 
During the afternoon there was quite a discussion on the 
present premium of $1.00 for Grade A hogs. Some 
members thought it should be $2.00 per hog because of 
greater feeding costs. 


During the afternoon of the second day, the Com- 
pulsory Pasteurization of Milk was discussed and termed 
nothing more or less than dictatorship. Of course during 
the war we will hear more about it from more than one 
angle. 

Licensing of Christmas Tree Vendors was recom- 
mended and also an aggressive Reforestation Policy to 
help correct drought and flood conditions. 


We, as Delegates, had copies of “The Cost of 
Secondary Education in Rural Districts,” by M. A. Camp- 
bell, “Administration of Justice in the Province,” and a 
copy of “Medical Care and Hospitalization of Indigent 
Patients as it affects Municipalities and County Coun- 
cils.”

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Report of the Charity and Welfare 
Sub-Committee of The Industrial 
Home. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council 
of the County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, your Charity and Welfare Sub- 
Committee, beg leave to Report the following: 


Your Committee met at the County Home on Thurs- 
day, February 8th at 10.30 am., and inspected ‘all the 
Live Stock, Machinery, and Outside Buildings. The Live 
Stock are in fine condition and the farm machinery was 
last fall cleaned and stored for the spring work. 


We recommend that the windbreak west of the barn 
be enlarged, improved and protected from all live stock. 
That the old orchard between the Home and the barn be 
reforested and in time this will be a big improvement 
and protection. The number of trees needed to cover 
this area would be about 2,000. 


During cold January a Gas Line had to be installed 
from the Pumping Building to the Isolation Building 
to keep the equipment from freezing. Gas would be 

_ somewhat cheaper than hydro for heating purposes. The 

~“alctric motor has been reconditioned and the reservoir 
is kept full of water all the time. The motor and equip- 
ment in the pump building and the farm machinery has 
been painted by some of the inmates. 


We recommend the following: 


(1), That a new mowing machine for farm purposes 
be bought this spring. 


(2) That the tower on which the Flag Pole is 
situated have two coats of aluminum paint and 
a new Flag, 12x6 feet, of woollen texture be 
purchased. 


(3) That the main feed line running along the 
corridor in the basement be covered with Anti- 
sweat covering to prevent the moisture from 
dropping on the floor in the basement. 


(4) That two double washtubs for the wash room 
be purchased.

That the men’s ward and two bedrooms have 
one caat of paint this year and the walls in the 
Chapel be scraped and painted. Also that two 
dozen large print and one with music for the 
piano of Sankey and Moody’s Hymn Books be 
purchased. 


That the west verandah be enclosed part way 
with wainscotting and the upper part with glass 
windows for the protection of the Old Folks. 


The pantry needs new shelves and the kitchen 
redecorated. Also 25 tons of Coal be bought to 
finish the winter season. 


Some new eave troughing is needed around the 
Home, and the rain water tank on the second 
floor removed as there is no further use for it 
and the room be fitted up for a Clothes Closet. 


We further recommend that the Road Com- 
mittee co-operate with the Sub-Committee to 
improve the roadway leading from the Highway 
to the County Home.

Gentlemen: We, your Sub-Committee of the County Home, 
visited the County Home in Brant to see a demonstration as 
to Fire Protection that was installed during the year 1939 by 
Mr. G. H. Carson, President of the Dominion Electrically 
Supervised Fire Alarm System. Your Committee, after looking 
over the whole building, found that the system had been in- 
stalled without any damage to the building. The demonstration 
took less than one minute after the fire was started to set the 
alarms ringing in the building. Mr. Carson expects to be at 
our next regular meeting on April 2nd to address the County 
Council as to the installation of his system in the County 
Home. 


The Manager and Matron were in Hamilton yesterday to 
a conference to set the dates for the Convention which will be 
held on June 25th, 26th and 27th in the Court House, Whitby. 


We recommend, as to the Inmate question, that ther 
maintenance be charged to the Township or Municipality from 
whence they came.

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Report of Reforestation Sub-Committee 
of General Administration. 


To the Warden and Member's of the County Council of the 
Ccunty of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub-Committee, beg 
leavle to report as follows: 


The Committee attended a meeting of the Boy Scouts 
Association in London on March 12th, 1940, re a Norfolk 
County Forestry Camp. An outline of the benefits of a Boy 
Scout Forestry Camp was given by Mr. A. H. Richardson of 
the Forestry Department and Mr. P. D. Mitchell of the Boy 
Scouts Association, ag follows: 


1. That the use of Boy Scouts for Reforestation purposes 
is a most! economical method of planting and that the work 
done by the boys stands up well. 


2. Through a Boy Scouts Forestry Camp the boys receive 
valuable knowledge as to the desirability of conserving growth 
and reforesting. 


3. Boys are good advertising mediums of reforesting 
work. 


It was suggested that a Norfolk Camp be held on May 16, 
17 and 18 at the Forestry Station, St. Williams, under the 
supervision of Mr. H. E. D. Mitchell, Field Secretary of Boy 
Scouts Association and two competent Scout Leaders. To 
consist of about 100 boys at least 14 years of ag’e and not 
more than one boy from a troop, to be taken from Southern 
Ontario only. 


We, your Committee, are in favor of the establishment 
of this Camp and, as this County will not be asked tio contribute 
to the expense of planting some sixty acres of new forest, we 
recommend that a grant of $75.00 be made to the Boy Scouts 
Association to help defray incidental expenses that will be 
incurred in starting this new Camp.

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Annual Report. Dept. of Agriculture. 


Simcoe, Ontario, March 30, 1940 


To The Norfolk County Council, 
Simcoe, Ontario. 


This is the thirty-first Annual Report of the Norfolk 
County Branch of the Ontario Department of Agriculture. 


During the past twelve months your Agricultural Repre- 
sentative has addressed some forty meetings throughout the 
County dealing with various branches of agriculture. Some 
sixty other meetings were attended where advice and counsel 
on jagricultural matters was given. During the year 2,548 
letters were received and 2,437 letters written; 2,902 people 
visited the office; 769 bulletins and 15,237 circular letters were 
mailed from the office, There were 127 meetings held in the 
Agricultural Office during the year, and the Representative 
travelled 15,150 miles on official business. 


During this year the Norfolk County Council co-operated 
with the Ontario Department of Agriculture in making train- 
ing available to some 33 tobacco curers. This development was 
a continuance of that started in 1938. While any scheme of 
this kind cannot be 100% perfect, nevertheless it seemed to 
meet with favour not only among the tobacco growers who 
employed trainees but the young men selected seemed to 
appreciate the opportunity afforded them to learn the art of 
curing tobacco, Favourable comments were made by the local. 
press ‘and others who are interested in the Canadianization of 
the ticbacco industry. The sum of $1,650.00 was paid by the 
Ontario Government on this scheme; one-half of which was 
charged to the Dominion Government under the Dominion- 
Provincial Youth Training Scheme. The Norfolk County Coun- 
cil paid $125.00 towards the expenses of the County Com- 
mittee. 


Junior development work continues to play a large part 
in the programme of the Ontario Department of Agriculture. 
During the past year 93 schools, with 2,875 pupils, took part: 
in School Fair work and they made 3,359 entries _at the 
eight School Fairs which were held in each rural municipality 
in the County. 


A One Month’s Short Course for boys and girls was held 
at Teeterville, there being 45 on the roll, with an average 
attendance of 35. Eleven Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs were carried 
to successful conclusion, including a Calf Club, Foal Club, Grain 
Club, Tobacco Club, Home Garden and Canning Clubs, and 
Homemaking Olubs. Winners in these Clubs took part in 
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competition at ithe Norfolk County Fair, at the Canadian 
National Exhibition and Western Fair and in the Provinciai 
Inter-Club Competitions at Guelph and were able to carry off 
their share of the honours. 


An active Junior Farmers’ organization is established in 
Norfolk County which held during the past year a Live Stock 
Judging Competition with 50 entries, a Home Improvement 
Contest with 17 entries, Home Plowing Competition with 12 
entries and the Junior Farmers acquitted themselves very 
favourably in the County Plowing Match and in classes at the 
Norfolk County Fair, The girls have an organization known 
as the Junior Farm Girls. They hold an annual Achievement 
Day for their Club projects and many of the girls were exhibit- 
ors at the Norfolk County Fair. The girls and boys hold 
monthly meetings of a literary and social nature, debates, 
plays, public speaking, etc., being featured, One whole day at 
the Norfolk County Fair is given oven to junior activities and 
it is becoming one ‘of the most popular days at the Fair. 


Without going into detail I will just name some of the 
work carried on in connection with the senior programme: 
Herd Testing, Wool Marketing, Quarterly Pig survey, Ontario 
Breeding Station Poultry Flocks, Live Stock Breeders’ Clubs, 
Field Crop Improvement Work, Orchard Spray Service, 
Drainage Surveys and assistance to the Agricultural Societies. 


In connection with Crop Improvement which is being 
featured very strongly in the Province of Ontario at the 
present time, a Norfolk County Crop Improvement Association 
was recently organized; the object being to experiment with 
and demonstrate crops, rotations and varieties most suited to- 
Norfolk County. 


Your Agricultural Representative acts as Secretary to the 
Norfolk County Holstein Club, Norfolk Plowmen’s Association, 
The Norfolk County Crop Improvement Association and the 
Norfolk County Chamber of Commerce; the work of the latter 
body being well known to the members of the Norfolk County 
Council. 


In closing let me extend my appreciation to the members- 
of the Norfolk County Council for their hearty co-operation in 
the work of the Agricultural Representative.

The Administration of Justice Committee and its Sub- 
Committee met together during the month of April and made 
a thorough inspection of the Gaol. Following are their recom- 
mendations: 





1. The Committee have taken it upon themselves to author- 
ize the repapering of the downstairs and upstairs hall of the 
staff quarters at an estimated cost of $49.00. 


2. The Committee are of the opinion that a fireproof safe, 
the purchase of which has already been authorized by Council, 
for use in the Clerk’s Office, can be purchased at a cost of 
approximately $360.00. 


3. The Committee recommend that in the upstairs hail 
in the gaol quarters the brick walls be scraped down and 
plastered and that the ceiling be replastered, and that the 
floor be painted, all labour other than the actual ‘plastering to 
be carried out by the staff and prisoners. 


4, 'The Committee ‘yecommend that the slate roofs on the 
Court House, Gaol and Clerk’s Office building be repaired at an 
estimated cost of $40.00. 


5, Also that the metal roof on the Gaol be repaired and 
given a heavy coat of black asphalt paint ‘or a coat of pitch 
and tar, at an estimated cost of $40.0Q. 


6. "That four Hand Fire Extinguishers be purchased and 
placed at convenient locations in the Gaol and Court House, at 
an estimated cost of $75.00. 


7. That paint to the value of $25.00 may be purchased for 
use in painting various floors, etc., in the Gaol, the labour to 
be done by the prisoners. 


8, That suitable painting be done at the entrance to the 
Gaol Building and Registry Office to indicate what the buildings 
are, with the date of erection, Estimated cost of $15.00. 


9. The Committee have taken it upon themselves to 
authorize alterations to the locks and keys in the Gaoii to 
carry out a recommendation of the Inspector; at a cost of 
$49.50. 


10. The Committee recommend the purchase of an Office 
Desk for the Deputy Sheriff at a cost of approximately $25.00.
